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CRIPPLED  CHILDREN’S  PROGRAM:  Statistical  Highlights,  1958*i 


State  crippled  children's  programs  throughout  the  country 
served  more  than  325^000  children  in  1958,  an  increase  of  3.9  percent 
over  the  year  before.  This  represents  over  50  percent  more  children  re- 
ceiving physician's  services  in  1958  than  at  the  beginning  of  the  dec- 
ade (table  l) . During  these  years  the  number  of  handicapped  children 
under  care  in  official  programs  rose  from  3.9  per  1,000  children  under 
21  in  the  United  States  to  4.8  per  1,000. 

Physician's  services 


"Physician's  services"  includes  visits  to  clinics,  visits  to 
physicians  in  their  offices,  or  physician's  home  visits  and  care  in 
hospitals  and  convalescent  homes.  Auxiliary  services,  such  as  those 
supplied  by  nurses,  physical  therapists,  laboratory  and  x-ray  techni- 
cians are  not  enumerated  for  reporting  purposes.  Each  of  the  four  types 
of  physician's  services  mentioned  was  furnished  to  more  children  in 
1958,  than  in  the  preceding  year.  The  smallest  increase  (0.7  percent), 
however,  occurred  in  the  number  of  children  receiving  care  in  hospitals. 
Convalescent  home  care  had  a somev/hat  larger  increase  (2.9  percent)  . 

The  total  number  of  days  care  received  by  children  in  hospitals  and 
convalescent  homes  declined  significantly;  the  average  hospital  and 
convalescent  home  stay  was  lower  than  at  any  time  since  the  beginning 
of  the  program  for  each  of  these  two  types  of  inpatient  care.  Children 
in  official  programs  received  hospitalization  or  convalescent  home 
care  for  periods  v;hich  averaged  23  and  78  days,  respectively. 

The  average  number  of  clinic  visits  and  physician's  home  or 
office  visits,  in  each  instance,  remained  at  the  same  level  as  in  the 
preceding  year. 

Diagnoses 


Diagnostic  reporting  to  the  Children's  Bureau  is  on  the  basis 
of  the  primary  defect  of  each  child  served,  and  the  conditions^  as  well 
as  the  number  of  children  affected  are  shown  in  table  2.  These  data 
also  broadly  reflect,  on  a nationY/ide  basis,  some  of  the  changes  in 
program  emphasis  that  have  occurred  since  the  beginning  of  the  decade

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(1950),  the  earliest  year  with  which  comparison  is  feasible.  There  were 
decreases  in  number  of  cases  reported  for  13  of  the  39  specified  diag- 
noses listed  (table  2).  Most  of  the  13  types  of  handicaps  are  ortho- 
pedic in  nature.  The  largest  decline  (88.5  percent)  was  in  acute  polio- 
myelitis. To  some  extent  this  decrease  was  due  to  the  fact  that  a num- 
ber of  States  no  longer  include  acute  poliomyelitis  in  their  definition 
of  a crippling  condition.  Active  rickets  was  responsible  for  about 
53  percent  fewer  children  in  1958  than  in  1950.  Altogether  these 
13  conditions  affected  oifLy  about  12  percent  of  all  children  served  in 
the  program  in  1958. 

Among  the  remaining  conditions,  in  which  increases  occurred 
between  1950  and  1958,  the  number  of  children  doubled  or  more  than 
doubled  in  11  instances — all  but  one  of  these  groups  of  defects  are 
nonorthopedic  in  character.

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Regional  congenital  heart  center  program^ 

The  third  largest  increase  shown  in  the  preceding  tabulation 
is  in  congenital  malformations  of  the  circulatory  system.  In  1950  there 
were  only  about  2^200  children  with  cardiovascular  defects  at  birth  who 
received  care  in  the  entire  crippled  children's  program.  By  1958  the 
number  had  risen  to  more  than  12 ^ 000.  Some  627  of  these  children  or 
about  5 percent  were  cared  for  through  the  five  regional  heart  centers 
operating  in  California^,  Illinois,  Maryland,  Minnesota,  and  Texas  in 
1958.  In  the  previous  year  the  proportion  was  7 percent,  with  686  chil- 
dren treated. 

This  plan  for  use  of  regional  congenital  heart  centers  was 
initially  developed  by  the  Children's  Bureau  at  a time  when  few  medical 
centers  were  prepared  to  evaluate  the  child's  cardiovascular  status  and 
to  perform  congenital  heart  surgery  i'f  indicated.  Though  a relatively 
small  proportion  of  the  children  with  congenital  heart  disease  in  the 
State  crippled  children's  programs  are  sent  to  the  regional  centers,  the 
services  rendered  in  these  centers  per  child  are  lasually  greater  in 
amount  and  in  complexity  than  the  services  given  at  State  centers;  many 
children  in  State  CC  programs  may  receive  diagnostic  services  only.  With 
increasing  use  of  open  heart  surgery  there  has  been  a reduction  in  num- 
bers of  children  scheduled  for  surgery  by  the  individual  regional  cen- 
ters, since  this  type  of  surgery  requires  larger  numbers  of  trained 
staff  and  more  of  their  time.  Additional  medical  centers  in  various 
parts  of  the  United  States  are  beginning  to  accept  children  with  congen- 
ital heart  disease. 

In  table  3 the  States  sending  children  to  regional  centers  are 
arranged  by  the  particular  centers  to  which  the  children  went.  Addi- 
tional information  on  the  principal  cardiovascular  diseases  and  mortal- 
ity among  these  627  children,  as  vrell  as  their  age  and  sex  distribution 
may  be  found  in  Appendix  tables  B-1  and  3-2. 


A detailed  account  of  the  program,  as  well  as  an  analysis  of 
cases  served  during  the  period  1952-56  was  presented  by  Dr.  Chenoweth  at 
the  1958  National  Conference  of  the  American  Public  Health  Association, 
October  29,  1958,  entitled  "Children  with  congenital  heart  disease  in 
State  crippled  children's  programs,"  by  Alice  D.  Chenoweth,  M.D.,  and 
Sadie  Saffian.
